Favors Allocation 


"I favor congressional allocation 


of the funds,"' said Rep. Buchanan 
(D) of Texas, chairman of the com- 
mittee. "Of course", it must be done 
along general lines. It is the duty of 
Congress to say how the 
public 


monies shall be spent." 
The allocation plan may extend to 


the federal relief administration and 
include funds for schools. 
There Is a strong movement in 


the house to allocate $100,000,000 cr 
some lesser sum of public money 
for highways, and describe the kind 
of roads to be built, Buchannansaid. 


There also is a demand that a 


certain amount of money be allo- 
cated for public buildings, for rivers 
and harbors work with only projects 
approved by Congress to be consid- 
ered, for flood control and similar 
federal projects. 
The total of federal appropria- 


tions yet to be made for emergency 
purposes Is undecided although Sec- 
retary Ickles indicated $500,000,000 
would be provided for public work- 
ers.

omy program. 


Favors Allocation 


"I favor congressional allocation 


of the funds,"' said Rep. Buchanan 
(D) of Texas, chairman of the com- 
mittee. "Of course", it must be done 
along general lines. It is the duty of 
Congress to say how the 
public 


monies shall be spent." 
The allocation plan may extend to 


the federal relief administration and 
include funds for schools. 


There is a strong movement in 


the house to allocate $400,000,000 or 
some lesser sum of public money 
lor highways, and describe the kind 
of roads to be built, Buchannan said. 
There also is a demand that a 


certain amount of money be allo- 
cated for public buildings, for rivers 
and harbors work with only projects 
approved by Congress to be consid- 
ered, for flood control and similar 
federal projects. 


The total of federal appropria- 
tions yet to be made for emergency 
purposes is undecided although Sec- 
retary Ickles indicated $500,000,000 
-would be provided for public work- 
ers.

He said:

"They mounted a machine gun on

Demand For Restoring 
10 Percent Of Wages 


ROOSEVELT WILL, 


SEEK AGREEMENT 


(International Newa Service) 


WASHINGTON, April 23—Hope- 


lessly deadlocked, the railroad wage 
controversy remained today in the 
same position it was a month ago 
with neither side yielding on the 
question of restoring the 10 per cera 
basic wage reduction imposed upon 
the workers two years ago. 


The 
Railway Labor Executives 


Association, headed by A. F. Whit- 
ney, met here again today to plan 
a course of action. Whitney called 
the meeting after issuing a state- 
ment charging the railroads ara 
holding out for continuation of the 
wage reduction. which the workers 
accepted voluntarily i- 1932, so they 
can assure a "golden harvest" for 
the bondholders of an "unwisely 
capitalized industry." 


The management opposes restor- 


ation of the 10 per cent cut effec- 
tive July 1, when the present vrage 
agreement between the carriers and 
the 21 workers' brotherhoods ex- 
pire, and at the outset countered 
the proposal with a. recommenda- 
tion that the existing rate be fur- 
ther reduced 15 per cent. 
Later 


they accepted President Roosevelt's 
suggestion that the prevailing wage 
be continued another six months. 


The president Is expected to con- 


fer with both sides during the week 
and if the deadlock continues, ob- 
servers said the constroversy might 
be given the U. S. Railroad Board 
of Mediation to decide. Either side 
can bring the board into action.

ome S. Ricard, "Padre of the 
rains" is correct, astronomers in 
California declared after view- 
ing sun spots through telescopes. 
At the request of International 
News Service Dr. Albert J. New- 
lin, who is carrying on the work 
at the Ricard Memorial Observ- 
atory at the University of Santa 
Clara, wrote the following arti- 
cle explaining the sunspot the- 
ory.

SANTA CLARA, Cal., April 23— 


The violent whirling of sun spots on 
the Solar surface of the sun which 
began April 14 has caused an equal- 
ly violent whirl of activity at the Ri- 
card Memorial Observatory here. 


The solar group of spots appear- 


ed on the eastern limb -or edge of 
the sun April 14 and has increased 
in intensity and size as it is cross- 
ing the solar surface south of the 
equatorial line and approaching the 
dentral meridian. 


Good Results 


' With the aid of the reflective tel- 
escopic equipment and the photo 


heliograph for photographing tha 
sun, remarkable results are being: 
obtained and permanent records 
have 
been 
started 
for 
future 


study and research in an endeavor 
to adance further the Ricard sun 
spot theory of solar activity and 
terrcstial meteorological phenome- 
na. 


In confirmation of Father Ricards 


theory, the crossing of the group at 
the central .meridian produces the 
birth of a terrestlal meteorological 
disturbance in the neighborhood of 
the Barling Sea. The usual path or 
the storm south and cast along the 
Pacific coast would tend to bring 
the storm to California if it is not 
diverted eastward over the northern 
Rocky Mountains. 


16,000 Miles Wide 


Computations made after recent 


observations resulted in the estimate 
that the largest of the sun spots is 
approximately 16,000 miles In width. 


With the aid of delicate equip- 


ment the effect which the phenom- 
enon is having upon radio and wire- 
less transmissions is being studies. 
Specially equipped'instruments for 


this purpose are being used. As yet 
however, the study has not been 
complete enough to announce, def- 
inite conclusions. Owing to the fact 
that we have 
just been passing 


through the period of minimum so- 
lar activity any conclusions in the 
effect of the disturbance on the ra- 
dio would be premature. But as we 
are entering into the maximum per- 
iod of solar activity, intensive study 
is being made. 


Careful Check 


Furthering Father Ricard's the- 


ory of sun spot activity, a very care- 
ful check is being made on Its rela- 
tion to seismology. 


Father A. R. Nuttall. S. J., United 
States government astronomer or 
Manila, and a. corps of assistants are 
engaged In making observations of 
this new solar disturbance.

Emphatic denial that there was any 
coercion, restraint or intimidation 
of voters in its 1933 collective bar- 
gaining election was contained in 
(19 affidavits filed in U. S. District 
court here today by the Weirton 
Steel Company. 
The affidavits were in answer to 


the government's suit—a. court test 
of the National Recovery Act—for 
»n injunction restraining the steel 
concern from further violations of 
Ihe NRA and interference with em- 
ployes in the election of representa- 
tives for collective bargaining pur- 
poses. 
Hearing April 30. 


A hearing for arguments on the 


Injunction petition will be held be- 
Tore Judge John P. Nields on April 
SOth. 


In general, the affidavits, signed 


by more than 1,000 persons, stated 
the existing plan of employe repre- 
sentation—company union—is func- 
tioning to the satisfaction of the ma- 
jority of workers. In addition, they 
contended peaceful labor conditions 
prevail at the Weirton and Clarks- 
burg, W. Va., and Steubenville, O.. 
plants of the concern. For' these 
reasons there is no need for an in- 
junction, the signers contended. 
The mass of sworn documents 


contained the signatures of 47 of the 
49 employes representatives elected 
«t the disputed December election 
and 150 employes who acted as elec- 
tion officers at 32 polling places. 
They asserted there was no com- 
pulsion or coercion while 9,336 out 
of 11,443 eligible voters cast ballots. 


No Disorders. 


Others stated three agents of the 


TJ. S. department of justice, H. A. 
Bangert, J. C. Rider and F. M. 
Ames, as well as several newspaper 
reporters who circulated through the 
mills during the balloting reported 
no disorders, coercion or intimida- 
tion. 


The defendant rallied to the sup-

at the disputed December election 
and 150 employes who acted as elec- 
tion officers at 32 polling places.
